The day afterthe death of former Commu- 
nist Party leader Hu Yaobang, according to 
Shao， delegates at the Shanghai People's 
Municipal Congress Suggested that the con- 
gresSpaytribatetothefamedleaderforthree 
minutes. The presiding char told the dele- 
gates that they could not proceed with the 
tribute to Hu until they received permilssion 
from the Central Party Committee. It took 
three days，Shao said，for the congress to 
receive approval forthe three-minute tribute. 

Despite their disilluslionment with the 
Communist Party's_ efforts to Implement 
democratic reforms overthelast40 years,the 
panejlists admitted that no viable alternative 
to this reglime exilsts in China today. 

Journalist WuGuoguang, who is currently 
living in the Unlted States, ls not optimistic 
that the Student dissidents of the 1980's will 
be any more Successful atachieving political 
liberalization than thelr predecessors in the 
1940"S. China，he insisted，has a deeply 
entrenched political legacy of “every one 
wantingtobethemasteroverSomeoneelse.” 
The western concept of democracy,， with its 
emphasis on individual rights and freedoms， 
is unfamiliar and foreign to most Chinese， 
Wu Said. 

Whlle Wu supports the Students demands， 
he fears they will “do what the Communist 
Party did in 1949: usethis democracy justas 
ameans to gain PoOwer.” 

Liang Congjie, the panel moderator and 
director of the _ International Academy of 
ChineseCulture,agreedthatthestudentsmay 
be inexperienced in the ways of democratic 
govermmnment.

Word 
quicKkly passed among the Students that Hu 
died in a crude bed, his head resttng on 3 
soiled plllew and covered by a threadbare 
blanket， 

Unlike Maao, who was remote and authori- 
tarian，Hu was gregariouSs，accesSible, and 
even SOmewhat ridiculous. Some American 
diplomats had earljer called him aloose can- 
non. Je was a veteran of the Long March of 
the 1930s, the great odyssey of the Chinese 
Communists, grueling, heroic, yetfilled with 
suffering, much of it of their own making. 

Hu'sdeathcameonlyaweekbefore May4， 
whcn China celebrates whatis one of its most 
Significant historic anniversaries. On that 
date in 1919, milllons of Chinese Students 
poured into the Streets of Beijing and Shang- 
hai in the 20th century'"s first great Student 
movcemcent. Whattriggered it was the painful 
Sight of Chinese leaders at the Versailles 
Peace Conference, humiliated by their Japa- 
ncsc and European allljes. Feeling national 
-Shame at this and the depraved state of their 
nalion, they took to the streets, demanding 
democracy,freedom,andaradicalbreak with 


dent imitation ofthe poliical way economic 
miracles have been achieved in Taiwan and 
Singapore. 

Ifin 1919 China clearly had becn humbled 
on the world scene, that hardly appears to be 
thecasetoday.GeorgeBush cametoChinain 
February; andMikhail Gorbochev is coming 
in May.

The 
sense of the students Seemas to be that unless 
China undergoes a Spiritual regeneration, all 
thereforms athomeand the adulation abroad 
will be for nought. 

The main Specific demand raised by the 
students ls that the government will talk with 
them, accept its own accountabilhty, and al- 
low a free press. They want an end to rule by 
red mandarins and their new authoritarian= 
liSm.

Miay 4 1919: The 1st Crreat 
9tudent Movement

Therecent studentdemonstrations in China 
call to mind the May 4 由 Movement70 years 
3a80 when students, angry at the powerlessS- 
ness of the country s leadership, went to the 
Streets demanding changes in the political 
and cultural arenas. 

In 1919, students had witnessed a series of 
humiliating defeats forthose wishingto seea 
unified and sttrong China. While the Manchu 
Dynasty had been overthrown in 1911，in 
actuality the common people had little voice 
in the new“people's nation ”一 the Chinese 
Republic. 


The following years Were chaotic. Yuan 
Shikali， presldent of the republic, outlawed 
theKMT (theNationalistParty)in 1913, and 
declared himself the emperor in 1915. This 
action aroused opposition throughout the 
country. Yuan' srelgn was ashortone andhe 
died in frustration in 1916. During this time， 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen, the leader of the national- 
ists，was in exjlle in Japan; and China was 
divided and occupied by the forces of the 
Warlords. 

Concurrenty，WAWI had broken out ip 
Europe in 1914. Japan was quick to declare 
war on Germany and moved to take over 
German-held territory in China, like the port 
of Qingdao and land in Shandong province. 
In1915, while Yuan was stillinpower,Japan 
presented anote to him listing the infamous 
Twenty-One Demands, which called forrec- 
ognition of Japan's right in Shandong and 
expandedJapan'Slrnfluencein China'snorth- 
east provinces and Inner Mongolia. The 
Chinese people were justifiably alarmed， 
knowing that Imperialist Japan would soon 
turm China into another colony 一 after Ko- 
rea. 
In 1917, Dr sun andhis Nationalists re- 
goupedin Guangzhou (Canton) and formed 
arival reglime against the northerm warlords; 
chieft among them was Duan Qirul (Tuan 
Ch 'i-jui). Most western nationSs，however， 
recognized the Duan regime， It was this 
warlordregime whlich Sentrepresentatives to 
attend the Paris Peace Conference of 1919. 
Japan' sdemandforrecognitionofhercontin- 
uedoccupationof theterritoriesin Shandong， 
coupled with the apparent lack of opposition 
from the Chinese delegation, finally drove 
theindignantstudentstothestreets ofBeijing 
On May 4, 1919. 

Students then called fortherejection ofthe 
Versailles decision and the immediate dis- 
missal of the three Chinese delegates who 
attended the conference, The street demon- 
Stration in Beling was followed by a general 
Strike. 9tudents elsewhere in China were 
Protesting also. Shanghai sawahugerally of 
more than60,000, mostly students and work- 
erS.The Beijing regime was eventually 
forced to dismiss the three delesates and 
promised not to Sign the Versailles Treaty. 

On the cultural fronb the May 4th Move- 
ment Signified a call to rid China of Confu- 
cian and age-old traditions，and to accept 
moderm learning，especially science and 


democratic ideals. Language reforms, which 
called for the use of the vernacular and the 


promotion of literacy，were major iSsues of 


the day. 
In 1989, the students of China are agaln 


voicing theirdiscontent with whatis happer- 


ing in their country. 
No doubt the current student orgamjzers 
had planned major rallies to commemorate 


the May 4，1919 demonstrations，but they 


Were brought to the streets earlie 臣 by the 
Sudden passing of former party leader Hu 
Yaobang. 及 

Hu, whom manyregarded as asupporterof 
Teform and oftheintellijgenstia, wasforcedto 
resjgntwo years ago aftersomeunauthoriZed 
Student demonstrations. 

The students are protestingawiderangeof 
jssues, including corruption in government， 
inflation and general economic instabillity， 
lack offunds foreducation; and lack of free= 
dom of the press. 

Wearegladtoseestudents in Chinataking 
serious interest in the naton' s welfare，in 
keeping with the Spirit of the May 4th move- 
ment. Thus far, the Chinese governmentis to 
beapplauded forhandling the Situation with= 
outIresorting to force, and for its willingness 
to engage inadialogue with the students: 

Problems of corruption，nepotism，infla- 
ton, bureaucratic .inefficiency and the low 
priority ofeducation are known to everyone 
in China.

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Chinese Women and Girl Allegedly 


Held Captive in Sunset District

SAN FRANCISCO - Lured to the United 
States with the Promise of a dance Scholar- 
Ship,twoyoung women anda girl werealleg- 
edly held against their will and forced to do 
housework for a San Francisco man, accord- 
ing to adistrict attorney investigator. 

FBIagentsand San Francisco districtattor- 
ney investigators Temoved the alleged vic- 
tims，ages 12，20, and 21，from a Sunset 
District home last Thursday. No formal 
charges have been brought against the sus- 
pecb James Huang. 

According to John Majka, chief investiga- 
tor for the district attorney?s office，Huang 
Iecruited the women from China under the 
pretextthatthey wouldreceiveay$9000 dance 
Scholarship in the United States which would 
covertheirroom,boardand schoolfees.Once 
they arrived however, the women were kept 
inbedrooms Huang hadbuilt in his basement 
and forced to do his ironing，grocery shop- 
ping and otherhousehold chores, Majka said. 

The three women, who are being keptin a 
“Safelocation ”are“veryhbappyand gladtobe 
away from that environmenb”Majka said. 

The district attorney”s office began inves- 
tigating the case in April after receiving atip 
from an attorney Tepresenting a woman from 
China who accused Huang of bringing her to 
the United States under similar false circum- 
Stances, Said Majka. 

Milton Katz，an attorney Tepresenting 
Huang, said the allegations are“unfounded 
and completely baseless.” Katz said that 
Huang, a 41-year-old widower from Taiwan， 


had recruited the alleged victims and atleast 
25 other foreign students to attcnd a dance 
School Huang was attempting to purchasec in 
December. When the purchase of the school 
fell through, Huang enrolled the studcnts at 
the San Francisco College of Music and 
Theatre Arts, Katz said. 

He invited the two women and young girl 
tolive in his house, said Katz, because“they 
had no family or friends to take them in... . 
They all got along really well. . . everyonc 
chipped in [with the chores], including Mr-. 
Huang.” 

JInvestigator Majka said that, as far as his 
office has been able to ascertain, the dance 
School doesn't exist “Itbs just a room in a 
church where [the alleged victims] told us 
they attended English classes,“ Majka said. 
The women, he added, claim they have nol 
receivedany dance instruction since theirar- 
Tival in San Francisco.

EDMONTON,ALBERTA -Mass murder 
SuSpect Charles Ng lost yet another legal 
battle in his attempt to avoid extradition to 
California. 

Three Alberta Court of Appeal judges dis- 
milssed Ng's appeal of an extradition order 
issued last November.， The order had been 
upheld earlier by the Alberta Court of 
Queen's Bench which ruled there wassuffi- 
cient evidence to prosecute Ng in California 
on Several counts of murder, kidnapping and 
COnSpiracy. 

Ng, 28, who could face the death penalty 
for allegedly torturing and killing 11 men， 
women and children in a cabin in Calaveras 
County,may considerpursuinghis casetothe 
Canada's Supreme Court, according to his 
attorney, Don MacLeod. 


Underanagreementbetweenthetwocoun- 
tries, Canada can refuse to extradite a crimi- 
nal Suspect ifthat person could face the death 
penalty in the United States. 

Evenifthe Supreme Courtrules in favor of 
Ng Sextradition,thefinaldecision wouldrest 
with federal Justice Minister Doug Lewis. 

The ex-US Marine and native of Hong 
Kong fled to Canada where he was arrestcd

Facist Italy and by the Japanese Success in 
America as farmers，fishermen，and small 
businessmen, the victimizationofapeopleof 
color developed quite easily within the main- 
Stream American SoOciety.
